By virtue of it, wo were among 
the first to recognize the independence of the 
South Amorican republics, of Mexico and of 
Texos, By virtue of it, our Minister at the 
French Court was the first to recognize the Re- 
public of, 1848, Respect for it poralyzed the 
tougues thich would have gladly pleaded for a 
manly American protest against the bloody and 
perfidious Napoleonio usurpation of December, 
1851. In virtue of it, we gave on early and em- 
phatio recoguition to the new Kingdom of Italy, 
in contravention of the historical rights of the 
Pope, the Grand Duke of Tuscany, ond 
a baker's dozen of sovereign princes, By 
virtue of it, ahould the People of Hun- 
gory or of Ireland at any. time declure 
themeelves indepondent and expel the officials and 
the troops of their hereditary rulers, wo shall 
undoubtedly and promptly recognize their sopa- 
rate Nationality and eovereignty. The right and 
wrong of their quarrel with thoso rulers ia o 
matter with which wo profess to have absolutely 
nothing to do, We simply state the American 
doctrine on this point, without caring to argue 
it, Having bravely ond determinedly upheld it 
in the face of the Holy Alliance and in contempt 
of all the time-honored canons of European di- 
plomacy, we cannot creditably repudiate it ot 
the very firat instance in which it is brought to 
bear on ouretlyes, and when all tho world seeine

OLD-SCHOOL PRESBYTERIANS, 

Wo give elsewhere the final action of the Old- 
School Presbyterian Assembly on the present 
condition of national affairs. It has taken that 
body about 8 weok to reach the conclusion that 
it is desirable to “ promote and perpetuate the 
“integrity of the United States, and to atreugtb- 
‘en, tiphold atid encourage the Federal Govern- 
“mont in the just exercise of all its functions 
“‘uciler our nuble Constitution.” It baa taken 
many hundreds, no doubt many thousands, of 
young lay Presbyteriaus much leas time to ar- 
range their worldly affairs, shoulder their. mua- 
kete snd march forth to fight the battles of their 
country, asking the prayers of fathora and 
mothers, prayers freely given, aod trusting io 
tho blessing of God in the performanco of that 
duty, at whatever cost. It should be a comfort 
to them to know tbat the Church bas, at length, 
consented to give ite approval, as there must 
otberwiee 8 paiuful question have arisou—whetbor 
the Church was untrue to ber own prin- 
ciples, or thes young disciplos bnd_for- 
gotten ‘the teachings that from their ‘yout 
upward they bed drank in from Sunday- 
School and Pulpit. Indeed, after a week's die- 
cussion it seems not to buve been altogothor plain 
to the Presbyterian wind whether duty to the 
Church and duty to one's country could be re- 
conciled; whether patriotism and piety had vot 
2 divided allegiance; whether the dovotion to 
tho cauee of Liborty and the rights of man shown 
by eo muny Preebyterians, and which so many, 
doubtless, will seal with their blood, can meet 
the approval of tho Church in General Assembly. 
After all, the vote was 65 against tho resolutions 
offered by Dr. Spring, which we publieh in another 
column, to 154 for them. These 66 included, of 
course, the 24 delegates from the Southern States, 
but the rest must have been from the North, 
‘The clerics! mind is usually ingenious and capu- 
blo of logical and plausible atatements, but we 
think it will puzzle these forty-two Northeruors 
to satisfy, on their return bome, those whom 
they ropresented at Philadelphia, of the reason 
ablovess of thio condemnation of ninoty-nine 
bundreths of their fellow-citizens of the North. 
Nor were they satisfied with assuming o 
morely negative positioa. The moment the av- 
sembly adjourned anuther mooting was called,

To one from the heart of the Jerseys, it ia 
strange that it should nct bove occurred whether

4 THE BURNED BRIDOXS, 

The \two bridgea burned were over Buffulo Creek, 
and were common open ralkoad pier bridges, all iron 
aecopt tho eills and the cross-ties of the track, both of 
Shich-were consumed, ‘The upper one is about four 
Biles below Mannivgton, and the other eome quarter 
Bf se mile below it. It ia fered thut otbors are dee- 
froyod between there and Grafton. The auxiety about 
the splendid iron bridge over the Monongabela is es- 

‘lly vory yreat. It was eaid in Manvingion that 
Fes Union men of Fuirmont were guarding it, and it is 
fo tbe hoped tbey will do eo. Sanday nighy soveral 
bridges between Mavnington and Glover's Gap were 

ded by the citizens of the former phice. 

At the came time they bod need of guarding’ their 
town, for the gang at Farmivgton had threatened to 
Dorn it to the ground, and there were yarious rumora 
efloat about ncceseiovs to their namber. Glover's 
Gap ia. Way elation several mila above Manpington 
febnbited by but one or two families, but surrounded 
by a secession country which polled come sixty or 
seventy recession voles. These men live around 
among the Dilla and ore almost, inuccessible, That 
part of the road will boar watching, As the train 
Pane West thie morping the telersph was found cut 
hot half a mile from this place. It is eerionsly conjec- 
tured thut if the guilty parties are caught they will be

How THR CONFEDERATES TOOK GRAFTON. 

Mr, Fred. Duval and Mr. Joaoph Fulton, engineors 
on tho Baltimore und Obio Railroad, arrived in thia 
City yesterday morning. They loft that place shortly 
a a ea Goulata fool poscession of the town, and 
bout the timo the bridges were burned betweon Man- 
irygtonand Farmington, When the traitors marched in 
and commenced taking control of. things, they ordered 
Mr. Duval to remove un engine which was in the 
wrny, and in order to do go it wus necessary to gut up 
tteam. ‘This Duval proceeded to do, and aftor remoy- 
itt the place requested, got upon tho main track, 
with ite head toward Newbarg, eighteen miles distant, 
and before the Seccshera knew what they were 
doing, Mr. Doval, Mr. Fulton, ond others, mounted 
the Iron horee und startod with the epced of u'fast pas- 
senger locomotive toward Newburg, where they urs 
tupposed to have pnt. the engine in good condition (1). 
for toe. They then left Newburg pud went to Mor 
gantown, from Morgantown to Uniontown, Pennsyl- 
sanin, and thence to Pittsburgh, aud down the Cleve- 
lapd und Pittsburgh Railroad to this city. 

‘Poo Secessiouists drove the people out of their houres 
at Grafton, in order to make room for the troops, early 
oh Sunday morning, There was tho greatost econe of 
terror imagiuable. Wouen aud children were rannio 
{null directiobs with dishoveled bair and half nake 
persons, “The ,ollicera were all drank, and there waa 
Pothing like order or ducipline among the mea. Thoy 
had soout twelve bundied men at Grafton, among 
Whom was single company of cavalry. ‘There was 
not 6 eioglo piece of artillery to be seen, and the 
ritccra did wottkuow how to go about fortifylng thelr 
position.

We learned that Stephen Roberts, the leader of the 
Socessioniata at Glover's Gap,7 miles west of Manning- 
ton, wis shot and instantly killed by a squad of Capt. 
Hayes's men, who have posession of that post. It ap- 
peare that tho aqvad were scouting on Tuesday morn; 
log, and came acroes Roberts and two other men, sll 
arued. The Lieutenant in command of the squad 
culled upon the Secessionists to halt, bat instead of 
doing 60 they. wheeled about and fired upon the sol- 
diene. ‘The fire was roturned, and Roberts was killed, 
though the others took to their heols and made their 
escape, ‘The Mivié ball psseed entiroly throngh his 
body. He wus buried yesterday morning by bis 
friends. Cupt. Hayes haa eucceeded in arresting kov- 
eral Secessioniats about the Gap, wwho are suspected of 
having a baud in burning the railroad bridges, ‘The 
Coptain bas them contived inan old barn, which is 
well guarded, and he fagetiouely calle them his “' pets.""

SRIRMISH AT WILLIAMSPORT, 
On Saturday morning tho Secession forcesnttemptedl to 
take possession of the forry-boat lying opposite Will 
port, for the purpose, as ia conjectured, of moving thto 
“Balling Waters," point four milos distant, where 
‘considerable namber of Seccesion troops are sta- 
tioned, who donbtless intended by means of the boat 
to cross to the Maryland side on 8 marauding expedition. 
Tho Union company at Willimsport eseoon es they 
observed the opposite party possossing themsolves of the 
boat ordered them to desist, which they refused to do, 
wherenpon the Union guns opened fire upon thom, 
which wns retarned, and briskly kept up on both 
ca for about an hour.

THE REBEL FORCE AT HAMNER'S FERRY. 
At headquarters the number of Harper's Ferry 
Rebels is belioved to be from 7,000 to 12,000, according

“first installment of this splended gift tos eafely 
arrived, and wns on exhibition in front of the 
City Hall on Monday. The guns are mado by tho 
Whitworth Ordnange Company of Manchester, are 
nine fect long, load at tho broecb, and weigh 1,100 
pounds, Tho bore is 3 inches, and the twiet euch ns to 
turn the ball threo times in the gun. Tho ball is a 
donblo cone of: iron 94 inches long, weighs 12 pounds, 
and has grooves cast in it which fit the twist of thegun, 
Thero ia no leaden band on it: The charge of powder 
required to throw it five miles is 2j ponnds; for three 
milos only ten ounces. Tho barrel is of wrought iron, 
the breech ecrew and breech cap of steel. The battery 
of six piccea cost $12,000, including freight, or $2,000 
for each gon. 

‘The Persia brought two of these instruments on hor 
last trip. The one which was exhibited in the Park 
on Monday was takon from the Custom-House on Satar- 
day, and, under the diroction of Mr, Frederick H. 
Grosz, # native of Northern France, who bas bad many 
years of oxperioues abroad in the manufacture of 
cannon, was mounted and brought to the Park for 
exhibition. 

Whon charged, the breech of the gun Is closed by 
the brecch-cap, which is ecrewed on. This cap works 
in a hoop which swings on a binge, eo as to allow it, 
when unscrewod, to move back like a door. The cap 
is scrowed and unecrewed by a handle, When uu- 
scrowed, the projectile is pushed in, and behind it is in- 
sorted a canister or cartridge ebaped to fittbe bore. 
‘The powder is kept'in tho cartridge by a wad of Iubri- 
cating material. After tho insertion of tho cartridyo, 
and the ecrawing on of the breech, an ordinary friction 
fuse is inserted in the vent, made, a3 atated, in the cen- 
tor of the broech-cap, and the piece is discharged gen- 
erally in lesa tban a minute from the time of beginning 
to load, and that without any attempt to burry. When 


from the breech; and when tho oaj is unzcrewed and 
swung aside, the end of the tin cartridgo caso is seized 
by band, or by a suitable gripping instrament, and ia 
withdrawn from tho gun. The caso thns brings away 
all the fouling deposite, nnd as the barrel ia completely 
lubricated by tho lubricating wad, no spongiog nor 
cleansing by water ia required.

1, George W. Thompson, one of the Judges of the 
Circuit Court, acting under the Constitution and tha 
Tawa of Virginia, and under the Constitution of the 
United Suites, usd by my oath of office, impored on 
me by the Stats of Virginia, in virtue of the obliyation 
volontarily and rolemnly nssnmed ‘by the State in her 
ratification of the Conetitntion of the Union, to declare 
the Constitotion of the United States, and the lawa 
mado io poreuance thereof, the supreme law of the 
lind, “apytiing in the Conatjcution or lawe of any 
Btats to the contrary notwitbeuindivg,” (Art. VIL, 
rections 2 aud 9;) and. Leing by the lawe of tho State, 
f. cone-vator of the peacs, and desirous and intending 
to waiutein both Constitutions, and the lawa mede in 
purenanice tberoof, by the faithfal discharge of my da 
tice, I boreby, in the oxmes of those Conatitntiona and 
the lawe made in parsvance thereof, in times of peace 
fod proapericy, and with the codeent of all the good 
people ofthe mmonwealtb, ea vecessary for the pro- 
lection of life, liberty, property, and tbe lawful par 
puit of happiness, do call on all the good citizens to 
Obey those wieo and calutery laws, and (o wid me in 
their firm and eslatery enforcement by obedience them- 
pelves, and for the puniabment of the Livlora. 
Itie only io oledisvce to Constitutions that fami- 
Yew are sate in lie, liberty, or property; and no ma- 
joritics, exbuls, wobe, however numerous they may 
[er or by whutover motive they way be actuated, are 
above these exalted safeguards of human welfare 
fand_ prosperity; aud under these, individuxls and mi- 
horities ure eutitled to protection." If mujorities, uct 
ing lawlesly, are above them, then majorities in 
States, regurdlers of the Conetitutiona, will role; But 
this tay ot be until the reign of lawlessness 
and violence is weugurated. “And I call upon 
all citizens iu virtue of thess enpreme laws of the 
land, to atand by tho faithful and impartial adwiaice 
trution of the laws ‘fo tbose citizens of West Vir- 
inia whore lags majority egainst Secession ehow 6 
Bima determivaiYoo to maintain and dejend their con- 
suituional obligations, T appeal to maintain the law 
Qnd order Which both of these fostrumeots guaruntee 
aidenforce. If one ism matter of conacionce and of 


tho pressnt, wo show oureslves worthy of peaco, and 
tho order and the protection of thoze laws whose eor~ 
creignty ws bave viodicated by our recent voto, or
